MADISON — A group of 15 students and parents 
filled the school board’s meeting room Friday 
night, yoiced opposition to District 12's new 
weighted-grading policy and left satisfied.

Madison County testing | 
criminal suspects for AIDS 


Madison County Chief Circuit 
Judge P.J. O'Neill has 
announced the testing of certain 
criminal defendants for the 
AIDS virus and sexually trans- 
missible diseases. 

The program-is being started 
because of statutory amend- 
ments requiring that all defen- 
dants convicted of sex-related 
the pres- 
ence of the AIDS virus and any 
sexually transmissible disease 

Defendants convicted of 
offen: oncerning the unlawful 
posses: or sale of hypodermic 
syrin; will be tested only for 
the AIDS virus,:O’Neill said. 

The statute provides that the 
test results are to be sent to the 
presiding judge in a sealed enve- 
lope and ‘that he will have the 
discretion to determine to whom, 
if ariyoné, the results of the test- 
ing will be revealed. 

O'Neill said he had contacted 
all of the testing laboratories in 
Madison County to get the best 
price and has entered into an 
agreement with-the laboratory 
at St. Elizabeth Medica] Center 
in Granite City 5 

The statute does not specify 
which sexually transmissible dis 
eases other than the AIDS virus 
are to be tested for, so the 
defendants will be tested for the 
most common diseases, which 
are syphilis, gonorrhea and chla- 
mydia 

O'Neill said the judges had 
originally intended ‘to test for 
herpes, but have learned from 
medical personnel that it is not 
nearly as common as chlamydiz 
and is also difficult to test for. 

The legislation requires that 















the cost of the test be paid by 
the county, which then can 
recoup it from the convicted 
defendant

(BRIGHTON — Adele Moore has seen a 
great.many hurt hawks since she helped 
found Treehouse. Wildlife Center Inc. in 
1979.-Sometimes they die. .

{Treehouse is a refuge for birds of prey 
arid=prey alike.

w?reehouse is the ‘‘official Mlinois 
enflangered species center,’ Moore said. 
Creatures she has succored include bald 
eagles, vultures, various hawks, owls and 
faleons, as ‘well as foxes, coyotes, 
raccoons, squirrels, ferrets and dozens of 
other species. They come from as far 
awWay as Alaska. 

And they come from as close as Horse- 
she Lake — like the black-crowned night 
hefon, an endangered species, in Illinois, 
currently recuperating there. 

Some animals are too injured to sur- 

+ vite in the wild after they recover. These 
become permanent residents. 

One such is a bald eagle named ‘‘Hal- 
ley,’* who has lived at Treehouse since it 
had a wing shot off several years ago. 
Aniother permanent resident, a snowy 
owl, suffered the same injury.

“Without _a_tax_increase,'’ he 
said, “the deterioration of stu- 
dent aid programs will be accel 
erated, the debt burdens of col 
lege students will grow heavier, 
and access to higher education 
in this state. will be restricted 
even further.” 

atejka focused on the Mone- 
Award Program (MAP), 
warning that financial difficul- 
ties faced by needy college stu- 
dents would get worse if the 
General Assembly approves the 
governor's budget. 

He said the budget includes 
minimum funds to help MAP 
applicants pay for the increased 
college costs they will face in 
the coming academic year. 

Despite rising college costs, 
the maximum award will remain 
frozen at $3,100 for the third con- 
secutive year 

In an effort to further contain 
costs, the commission may have 
to move up its application dead- 
line by four months; that step 
alone would mean that as many 
as 40,000 students would have 
their financial aid applications

Matejka added that the: dam- 
age “by no means will be limit- 
ed to financial aid programs 
Without additional revenue, state 
colleges and universities sa 
they will have to restrict enroll 
ments, significantly increase 
tuition, and down-size academic 
programs and departments 

“For the second consecutive 
year, faculty salaries will 
remain frozen and equipment 
needs will be ignored, thereby 
accelerating the loss of this 
state’s top faculty members to 
rival institutions in other states 

“At the local level, elementary 
schools and high schools across 
the state have indicated they 
would have to lay off teachers, 
eliminate programs, and ignore 
state mandates

What leads to a conclusion 
that these facts translate nega-

WASHINGTON — U.S. Rep. 

Richard Durbin is hoping the 
limited airline smoki ban that 
took effect April 23 will prove so 
popular the public will pressure 
airlines to impose the ban on all 
U:S. flights. 
- “We-will find -the- support. of 
the public out there,’’ the 20th 
District Democrat said at a Cap- 
itol Hill press conference. ‘‘We 
cannot be satisfied until there’s 
a total ban.” 

Durbin and Rep. C.W. “Bill” 
Young, R-Fla., were the ban’s 
chief sponsors in the House. 
They joined. forces with Sen. 
Frank Lautenberg, D-N.J., to get 
the bill through Congress and 
signed into law last December. 

The ban prohibits smoking on 
all U.S. flights of two hours or 
less, which applies to about 80 
percent of ail U.S. domestic 
flights. A person caught violat- 
ing the ban can be fined up to 
$1, |, Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration spokeswoman: Joann 
Sloane said._— 


Congress ‘approved the-ban-for,~ 


two years. It’s during that time 
Durbin hopes the airlines will 
adopt stiffer standards and help 
keep Congress out of the issue in 
1990.

“It was designed to appear 
like a monument—-that— would 
have been placed here 100 years 
ago,” Pierce said. It_was creat- 
ed by Monumental Finishers of 
St. Louis. 

The 1,200 honored Confederate 
dead were’ not necessarily sol- 
diers, said Pierce, but may have 
been spies or just Southern sym- 
pathizers. 

“Once the Civil War 
the federal government 
suspended ‘habeus corpus.’ If 
they felt they had a right to lock 
someone up, they could do so 
without benefit of a trial,’’ he 
said. “These people were’ held, 
perhaps many of them for incon- 
sequential reasons, at the feder- 
al prisons in Alton or on Gratiot 
Street in St. Louis.”” 

All the prisoners were male 
with one exception, he said. The 
lone woman was Jane Foster of 
Arkansas: She may have been 
picked up in St. Louis as a spy. 

Half of the other prisoners 
were from Missouri. *‘Missouri 
was,” Pierce said, “‘after all, a 
southern state.” 

The rest were from other 
southern.states. All those buried 
here died at the prisons between 
1862 and 1865, some from dis- 
ease, some from exposure. Only

More than 1,200 may have 
died. All were buried originally 
on Small Pox Island near Alton. 
Flooding on the island washed 
away many of the graves by the 
time it was decided to move 
them, just after the turn of the 
-century, to-defferson-Barracks:~ 

“We felt the monument was 
necessary for several reasons,” 
Pierce said. “For one thing, 
most St. Louisans aren’*t even 
aware that,Confederate dead are 
buried here. 

“For another, we believe it is 
important that it be known that 
terrible prison conditions existed 
on both sides, not. only in the 
South. Most important, because 
these people died for what the: 
believed in, right or wrong, the: 
deserve to be remembered.” 

The festivities May 1 will 
begin at 2 p.m.

“But they convinced me and I 
went rizona (instructional 
league)-and learned how to play 
the game at second and came up 
to the big leagues that year and 
started as a second baseman for 
the Dodgers.

Dodgers, Sizemore was named

“It was a big difference, com- 
ing out of Detroit, playing in Los 
Angeles with all the movie stars 
coming out to the games,” he 
said. ‘‘It was quite an experi- 
ence for a young kid.””

Cardinals after the 1970 season, 
in which he hit .306 in 96 games. 
He-spent-five-full seasons_(1971- 
1975) with the Cardinals, playing 
second base and batting second 
in the lineup behind Lou Brock. 
He batted .260 those years.

the team, but-they came 
close, finishing in second place 
three times, being eliminated on 
the final day of the season in 
1973-and "74. 

Sizemore returned to the 
Dodgers for the 1976 season, 
then played for the Philadelphia 
Phillies in 1977 and ‘78, when 
they won back-to-back N.L. 
Eastern Division championshi, 
He spent a year with the Chica 
go Cubs and a year, with the 
Boston Red Sox before retiring 
after the 1980 season. 

In his 12-year career, Size 
more had a .262 batting average. 
He calléd his stint with the Car- 
dinals ‘‘five wonderful years.” 

Sizemore resides in Creve 
Coeur with his wife, Maribeth 
“Sam,” and his son, Tony, 20, 
and daughter, Nicole, 18.
